The Gentleman 
was much ſurprized that ſuch a Piece 
of Cruelty ſhould be practiſed on an 
innocent young Creature, and that by 
her Parents, without a proper Enquiry 
being made into it; and told Mr. Gre- 
gory, who was a Geatledian of the 
Law, that it was ſhameful for him not 
to take Notice of ſuch an unheard-of 
Piece of Cruelty : On which Mr, Gre- 
gory then promiſed he would make a 
proper Enquiry into ſuch barbarous 
Proceedings. It then paſſed over for 
that Time, and from thence to the 
Month of 1 ; when the ſaid

that the Child was ſtill cruelly treated,

S there is no Diſtreſs, however remote, which 
doth not deſerve the immediate Attention 


of the Public; and as News PAPERS are the 


| proper Chanel, through which we may convey 
| private Diſtreſſes to the Knowledge of the Com- 


munity, we therefore take this Method to inform 


Mankind, that there now reſides in the Pariſh' of 
St. Bridget, near Bride-Street, in this City, a 
Gentleman who is poſſeſſed of a plentiful Fortune, 


and bleſſed with Two Children, a Son and Daughter; 


the Daughter a moſt innocent Creature, about the 
Age of Twelve, who is treated by him with the 
moſt unheard-of Barbarity; which as it ſurpaſſeth 
all Cruelty, it is not in the Power of Language to 
deſcribe her Sufferings; let it ſuffice, therefore, 


to ſay, he has confined her to her Chamber for 


upwards of theſe Seven Years, without ever af 
ſigning the leaſt Cauſe for ſuch Treatment; and 
even there, where it is impoſſible ſhe can offend 
him, denies her the neceſſary Supports of Life, 


and has at lenzth reduced her co that Extremity of -

Want, that ſhe was, through. raging Hunger, 
i compelled, a few Days ago, to implore a Servant in 
the Neighbourhood to reach her a Bit of Bread, 
which ſhe ſaw lying in the Common Sewer. Ex- 
treme Poverty has ſo obliterated what ſhe was, 
that there is now nought to be diſtinguiſhed, 
ſave a few meagre Features, and even thoſe all 
overgrown with Hair. What Offence, in a Child 
of ſuch tender Years, could deſerve ſuch Treat- 

ment, cannot be imagined! Even the greateſt 
Criminals are allowed Suſtenance. But we ſhall 
enlarge no longer upon ſo melancholy a Subject. 
This Advertiſement is inſerted merely to awaken 
the ſaid Gentleman to a true Senſe of his Duty, and 
to aſſure him, that if it has not the deſired Effect, 
and ſpeedily, not only the Miſery of the unfortunate 
young Lady, but even the Parent's Name ſhall be , 
inſerted, and proper Application made to a Higher 
Power to redreis this unheard-of Cruelty.

Soon after ſaid Letter was publiſhed, ' the Reve- 
rend Dr. King, deceaied, and ſome other Gen- 
tlemen, made an Enquiry into the Conduct of 
Neale Molloy, Eſq; with regard to his Daughter, 
he being the Perſon pointed at in ſaid Letter; and 
found that the young Lady had been treated in 
the Manner mentioned in the above Letter; and 
ſaid Doctor King, and other worth; Gentlemen, 
took it upon themſelves to have proper Care taken 
of the Child; and accordingly had her placed ſome- 
where in Caple Street; and Matters being thus 
ſettled, no farther Enquiry was ſet on Foot, nor 
did the Public hear any more of it until the

AM a Stranger in this Kingdom, and, as ſick; was 
Induced to viſit the ſeveral public Places and 
Hoſpitals, moſt of which add great Honour and 
Luſtre to this Country, not only from the Elegance 
of the Buildings, but from the great Endowments 
of the generous, charitable, and humane, But how 
great was my Surprize and Indignation when I 
went to the Hoſpital of Incurables, where I ſaw a 
beautiful young Female, whom I ſhall deſcribe 
with the ſtricteſt Truth, and about whom I could 
not receive any ſatis factory Account. She is about 
the Age of 18, of low Stature, ſeems to be dumb, 
bur hears well, has not the Uſe of her Limbs, and 


has the Appearance as if fprung from People of 


the better Sort, with a pleaſing, and (I think) a 
beautiful Cuuptenance. On enquiring who he 
was, was told, chat the had been found, about - fix 
Months ago, at a Door in Roſs-Lane, at an unſea-

where ſhe was found, no one can tell. 


How far it is incumbent on the Magiſtrates of 
this City to inform themſelves of the Facts I have 
menti ned, and how far they can or ought to inter- 
poſe, I muſt ſubmit to their better Judgment, being 
a Stranger to the Police of this Kingdom, and only 
from Motives of Humanity have been induced 
to give this Narration to the Public.

her, and was then informed that one Eleanor 
Campbell, who had nurſed Mr. Molloy's Daugh- 
ter, had been there, and did poſitively ſay that the 
young Lady in the Hoſpital was Sally Molloy, the 
Daughter of Neale Molloy, Eſq; and whom ſhe 
had Nurſe ſeveral Years ago, Her Teſtimony is 
as follows;

ELEANOR CAMPBELL's Affdavit 


County of the City E Lene Campbell, of the 

of Dublin, to . City of Dublin, Widow, 
came this Day before me, — made Oath, that in 
the Year One thouſand Seven hundred and Thirty- 
fix or Thirty-ſeven, this Deponent was employed 
by Neale Molloy, of the City of Dublin, Eſq; to 
nurſe a Female Child for him; and ſaith accord- 


ingly, that this Deponent did ſuckle and nurſe ſuch 
Female Child, who was called Sally, for the Space 


of two Tens; and ſaith, that the ſaid Child was 
taken from this Deponent by the ſaid Neale Molloy, 
or his Wife Mrs. Molloy, and ſent to Curduff, in 
the County of Dublin, to dry-nurſe, and during the 
Time that the ſaid Sally Molloy was dry-nurſing, 


this Deponent and her Huſband often went to ſee 
her at Curduff aforeſaid ; and faith, that the faid 


Child was from thence carried home to the ſaid 
Neale Molloy, at his Houſe in Chancery-lane, in 
the City of Dublin, and this Deponent often viſited 
her there; and faith, that during the Time that 


this Deponent ſo viſited the ſaid Sally Molloy, ſhe 


obſerved ſhe was treated by her Mother, Mrs. 
Molloy, with great Severity and Diſtance z and 
this Deponent faith, that this ſaid Sally Molloy 
was, at the Time this Deponent laſt viſited her at 


her Father's, of the Age of Seven Years ; and faith, 


that this Deponent often went to the ſaid Molloy's 
Houſe in Chancery-lane, in order to ſee the ſaid 
Child, but was denied Admittance z and this De- 
ponent ſaith, ſhe heard and believes that the 
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ſaid Sally. Molloy was treated by her N wich 
great Cruelty and ill Nature, by not allowing her 
the common Neceſſaries of Life; and verily be- 
lieves that they would have continued ſuch Treat- 
ment to her, was it not for the Interpoſition of 
ſome charitable Perſons that interfered in the ſaid 
Matter; ſome time in the Year One thouſand Se- 


ven hundred and Fifty-two; and faith, that ſome 


ſhort time ago this Deponent heard that there 
was a Female Child 'or young Woman left in 
Roſs-lane, in the City of Dublin, ſome time in the 
Month of January laſt, and that ſhe had been 
lately conveyed to the Hoſpital of Incurables z and 
this Deponent hearing that the ſaid Neale Molloy 


and his Wife had treated the ſaid Sally Molloy with 
great Cruelty, had ſecreted her from her Friends 
and Relations, this Deponent went to the ſaid Hoſ- 


pital, and before ſhe ſaw the faid young Woman 
that was ſo received there, ſhe deſcribed the Fea- 
tures of the ſaid Sally Molloy to the Houſekeeper, 
and alſo told her that ſhe the ſaid Sally Molloy had 
a black Spot on one of her Thighs, and alſo bad *

ſaith, that upon her giving ſuch Deſcription, ſhe was

Now it is at laft come 
to ſome Iſſue, it is, what I doubt not but to prove 
it to be, a black and villainous Conſpiracy, not- 
withſtanding any Number of Affidavits of ſuch a 
Wretch as Campbell will appear to be, and not- 
withſtanding the audacious and unparalleled Ef- 
frontery of her Prompter. The ſingle Queſtion 
turns upon this Fact; Is the Girl at the Hoſpital 
of Incurables my Daughter, or is ſhe not? My 
Daughter ſhe cannot be, as ſhe is, and has been 
for ſeveral Years paſt, at a Boarding-School in 
England; and happy for me (upon this Occaſion) 
that it is ſo. A little Time ſhall clear up the

Mr. Thomas Smith, who is univerſally known, 
in the City of Dublin, to be a Gentleman of the 
ſtricteſt Honour, appears to be the Champion for 
Innocence in Diſtreſs; and, with the Aſſiſtance of 
2 worthy and vigilant Magiſtrate, doubts not to 
bring this horrid and myſterious Affair before the 
Public in its proper Colours: The ſaid Mr. Smith 
was under the diſagreeable Neceſſity of publiſhing 
his Reaſons to the Public, the Purport of which 1 is 
as follows:

Mr. Molloy well knows, that in December 1752 
an Enquiry was made into his Conduct with re- 


gard to his Daughter; that he was at that Time 


accuſed of locking her up and ſtarving her; that 
on the Enquiry of the Rev. Dr. King, deceaſed, 
the Rev. Robert King his Son, and Mr. Serjeant 


Malone, deceaſed, they found that ſhe was moſt- 


barbarouſly treated, and had been ſtarved ; and 
Mr. Molloy alſo muſt remember, that Mr. Ser- 
jeant Malone did pawn his Word of Honour with 
me, that the Child ſhould be taken care of, and 
put out of the Power of her crue] Mother: Theſe 
were his Words; and at the ſame time he ſhed 


Tears. Every one that had the Pleaſure and in- 


deed the Happinefs of Mr. Malone's Acquaintance, 


muſt well remember, that he was a Man of the 


higheſt Benevolence and Charity ;. yet ſuch was his 
Opinion of Mr. Molloy, that he at the ſame time 


requeſted I would diſcontinue the Letter which 


was then in the public Papers. Mr. Malone's Re- 
queſt I complied with, and never thought that I 
ſhould hear more of it ; but find it has once more 
fallen to my Lot to be a buſy Meddler in an Af- 


fair, which, in Fact, is more the Buſineſs of the 


Gentlemen placed at the Head of the City. 


Thus far I have laid this Matter before the Pub- 
lic, and ſubmit to them, whether any-thing I have 


* done 
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done through this whole Affair, that has made ſo 
much Noiſe, looks like Malice, tho* Mr. Molloy 
makes uſe of Epithets I in no fort deſerve ; but in- 

deed I have great Charity for that Gentleman, as I 
am perſuaded he was hurried into it by Paſſion. Be- 
fore I conclude this, I muſt inform the Public, that 
1 don't know Mr. Molloy, or any of his Family; 
nor had I, directly or indirectly, any Dealings or 
Intercourſe with him; and alſo, that there is a Gen- 
tleman of known Worth aud Probity, now at my 
Elbow, that in the Years 1751 and 1752. often fed 


Sally Molloy, Daughter of Mr. Molloy of Chan- 


_ (cery-lane, by often ſending Bread and Meat to be 
left in the Neceſſary-houſe for her, to which Place 
only ſhe had Acceſs at times, ſhe being locked up 
by her Keepers or Parents in a Two Pair of Stairs 
Cloſet, from the Window of which her Complaints 
were heard: And he is now ready and willing to 
| ſwear, that the ſaid Sally Molloy, that he ſo fed in 
Chancery-lane, is the ſame Perſon now in the Hoſpi- 
tal. To the juſt Tribunal of the Public I appeal, 
and to their impartial Judgment ſubmit my Con- 
duct; and fear not, when this Affair ſhall be conſi- 
dered by them, that I ſhall meet their Approbation, 
rather than be cenſured for Calumny.
